In City Streets 


I asl St. I ouis, III, Uil;. 2.— At Icj t fifteen negroes were Shot 
and killed In mobs here tonight as the; fled from their burning houses, 


which had been fired b> white mobs. 
Mow man; perished in the burning houses Is unknown and will 


not be ascertained until morning when the ruins can be searched. 


St.itt" Attorn*) Schauinloefle! of Sain Clair county, who drove 


through the riot swept district estimated the dead negroes would 


number JSu. 
All estimates, however, are merely conjectures and 


little is known except that hundreds of whites stood on the edges of 


the burning district and fired at negroes as they fled from their homes. 


Military rule was proclaimed at 8 o ’clock tonight and at the same 


time 500 white men were arrested and locked up at police head­ 


quarters.

WOMEN AND GIRLS TAKE PART. 


W hite w o m e n and girl joined the white men in stopping street 


cars in the down-town streets, boarding the coaches and forcibly 


dragging out every n e g r o on whom they could lay hands. 
As long as 


the rioting was confined to negro and white men the negro women 


weie immune from the disturbance, but when white women and girls 


began to take part negro women were victims of the mob. 


The white men rioters, apparently by agreement, did not inter­ 


fere with negro women but left this to the opposite sex. 
I he negroes 


seemed helpless in today's outbreak and while four companies of the 


lllinoi: National Guard patrolled the streets and with local police 


powerless in the presence of the mobs, two white men were shot and 


one killed by stray bullets.
